Such a figure has already arisen 
and identified himself as ambitious 
to become a world ruler by Hitler- 
ian methods. Behind him are such 
remnants of the German high com- 
mand and the Nazi party as man- 
aged to escape the wrath of invad- 
ing allies as well as a large expa- 
triate German population, well or- 
ganized, with plenty of money and 
large political influence in their 
new sphere. The man, as you have 
already guessed is Colonel Juan 
Peron, military dictator and presi- 
dential candidate of the Argentine 
Republic. 

If anyone remembers “Mein 
Kampf,” or the early speeches of 2 
certain trick-moustached charae- 
ter, first known as “Pretty Adolph,” 
he will have no difficulty in tracing 
the inspiration which recently 
prompted Colonel Peron to utter 
the following words in a_ public 
address: 

“We are forming another 
movement; one of economic li- 
beration and we shall take to 
nations of South America our 
soacial program.” 

Peron does not state how he 
hopes to impose this program on 
Western Hemisphere nations south 
of The Equator. Neither did Hitler 
explain how he expected to 
vince Europe that his ideas were 
best. But, like Germany, Argentina 
is frantically building 
ed strength while German 
tists in South America laboratories 
are striving desperately to find the 
secret of atomic bombing. All the 
old methods of national autecracy, 
looking toward world subjugation, 
are in high gear at Buenos Aires, 
Argentina is much better 


up its 
scien- 


as far as resources go, than Ger- 
many ever was or will be 
there is nothing the U.N.O. can do 
about it until Peron’s government 
commits some aggressively 
act—by which time the fat will be 
very much in the fire. 


One may be consoled in some 


measure by the reassurance that 
Argentina is not as sclidly behind 
the Peron program, as the Germans 
were back of Hitler’s. The Argen- 
ine comman mind is not imperial- 
istic and the general public would 
like nothing better than to follow 
democratic principals. However, we 
must remember this was also true 
ef Italy whose people are peace- 
ioving and unambitious to become 
world-masters. Yet they were 
ferced to become cogs in the Mus- 
sclini machine which got a fairly 
good start toward enslaving a num- 
ber of weaker nations and really 
fired the first shots of World War 
W—in Europe at least.
